Macho Punk*I've seen lots of male punks go 
crazy at gigs without kicking anyone in.It 
is possible to have a great time dancing 
without being really violent.It's something 
I feel strongly about cos I don*t see why I 
shouldn*t have a good time because of a few 
macho dickheads* 

Yeah,the problem's extremely widespread, 
punk's been around since the 70a and while 
some attitudes have changed/improved it 
seems to me that sexism's still going 
strong,and some so-called punx (male) still 
look upon girls/wcKnen as "things ".Vftien we 
do have opinions it's Tsweet" or "funny" 
and really theres only one thing we're good 
for. 

I want to stress that I'm not referring to 
all male punka in this letter.This is not a 
general thing,but applies to only a section 
pf male punks.I have around me a brother & 
ther male"punk" friends who prove to me 
that not all blokes are sexist pigs.

Hello people! I wanna tell you about some¬ 
thing that happenned to me recently and 
that shows to >diat the crowds apathy 
towards a bands attitude can lead. 

Some of you might know that I am organising 
HC gigs and tours* A couple of yesLrs ago I 
organised a tour for Ripcord and Napalm 
Beath.At that time both wore very, promising; 
.Ife all know the first have split upjpartly; 
cos they had reached as much as possible 
while staying honest & caring.Napalm Death 
however ha^^ evolved into something I can 
no longer support,Everybody- should know 
that writing "political,caring" lyrics is 
not enough if a band doesn't live up to 
what they're saying.The way N.D. handles 
their business looks more like a commercial 
Rock-business-band than a HC band,neverthe 
less they're (mis)using the support of ' 
people in this HC scene.In my opinion 
they're not different from BRI,S.T. and 
more of that kind.I can make a list of

In the following you'll find a text written 
by members of the gallery of mad activists, 
a division of Orange Alternative \diioh is 
an anarchist Polish resistanoe group.lt was 
written in German and I tried to translate 
the broken German into what it might mean 


Proletarians of the world, 
unite in the name of God 
with the help of shook therapy! 

Orange Alternative is an independant artist 
io movement which intititates street per¬ 
formances and happenings outside the offic¬ 
ial culture exposing the absurdity of life 
in totalitaLTian systems .The movement is ' 
active in Wroclaw,Warsaw,Lodz and other ' 
Polish cities.The mass hero of the happen¬ 
ings organised by us is the police with the 
system they oreated.The Polish police 
doesn't fulfill functions security services 
of this type have all over the world. 

Here are some examples of our happenings: 

In October 198? the happening "Who's afraid 
of the toilet paper?" was organised in 
Wroolaw.Toilet paper is a good that is 
difficult to obtain in Poland.lt is simply 
a rarity.Many people dream of buying it and 
,...pose3sing it.The happening was a mock¬ 
ery about the situation in Poland where you 
have no toilet paper because of the perman¬ 
ent crisis,no toilet jiaper to wipe your ass 
with .Some hundred people appeared in 
Swidnicka St. wearing decorations made from 
toilet paper as if they were wearing the 
colours of the revolution.Shouting arose 
supporting the position of toilet paper.The 
police saw this as a test for an overthrow¬ 
ing the system and arrested 68 persons who 
were in posession of toilet paper.On this 
day toilet paper was an illegal and anti 
state product.City authorities supplied the 
shops with lots of toilet paper to show 
there is no lack of it.This caused more 
unrest:People who bought toilet paper and- 
thoughtlessly-went by where the happening 
took place were arrested too.The police 
wasn't able to find out who bought his 
toilet paper in a shop and who had it with 


him to demonstrate in the street.In the 
police station the toilet paper was taken 
away from all arrested and given to the 
most honorable policemen. 

In November 1988 the happening "The big 
gluttony" took place in Warsaw-an ironical 
event about the failure of the economical 
reforms of the government.About 2000 people 
were coming together in the inner city of 
Warsaw in the shopping race-course eating 
the food they have brought from home demon¬ 
stratively shouting "Have a good meal!" or 
"Cheers!" to the police.Loafs of bread were 
swung like clubs,200 people were arrested. 
The only reason given for the arrests was 
the "illegal" meal. 

The strategy of the actions of Orange Alter 
native relies on provoking the police and 
playing absurd tricks on them.It is 
possible for them to become artistic mater¬ 
ial within a happening,As it happened in 
our performance "Galopping Inflation" which 
was organised by the gallery of mad activ¬ 
ities,The Orange Alternative group in Lodz. 
Some people with sandwiches on which 
"Inflation" was written were galopping up 
and down city centre streets,lhe police 
stopped the galloping inflations and real¬ 
ised this way way the program.of liberating 
communism from the crisis.The economical 
miracle took place.The police played a 
historical role in it:the part of the cri¬ 
sis break.The same day people were beaten 
up because they were carrying a scroll 
reading "Vte are demanding anything at all. 
Forward with the crisis!" 


In Wroclaw \diere a parody on the glorious 
October revolution was staged the police 
played the very important part of the 
white guard.The participants of the happ¬ 
ening i)ersonified the revolutionaries,the 
glorious red army and attacked the Winter 
Palais which was symbolised by a milk bar. 
Drinking out the borschtsch soup was meant 
as an allegory to the successful attack.Kie 
revolution in Wroclaw ended not as in hist¬ 
ory: All reds were arrested by the white 
guard. 

Happenings of Orange Alternative are a form, 
of non-violent protest of fi^tlng^ the 
system in a way that is not conform to it. 
Against a system we consider to be the 




silliest of the world.

RH:Your sound is very fuokin noisy,but 
would you describe it as a musical style at 
all?

Do the songs have 
any musical structure (apart from the intro 
s)? 

G:Well S.Pollution was a "fuokin noisy 
band" but isn't absolutely this happen to 
I.Suioide for sure our music,riffs are 
still very extreme & fast but we put more 
emphasis & practice to our music now,thing 
never happen with S.Pollution.You can say 
we're a extreme HC band but I can't accept 
all these shit labels ie.Grind,Death Metal 
etc.Yes we have musical structures at all 
songs if we rehearse em enough!

'Maiiy of you will have heard of "LEE H0T3SE", 
a sqiiatted community centre in Stoke New¬ 
ington,London,which for nearly a year 
provided services such as a cheap veggy 
cafe,book/record shop,oomiimnity printiiig, 
video shows,health care course,exhibitions, 
skateboard ramp etc.Vfell Hackney Council 
decided to evict it at the end of last 
August,though recognising it did provide 
services to the local community,claimed 
they (social services),had no other empty 
buildings in the area (bullshit).The place 
was going to be turned into a day centre 
for disabled people meant that it was 
decided to not resist eviction permanently, 
but to show token resistance as protest 
against the councils policy of cutting 
services. 

There was a lot of leaflets distributed 
around London & the rest of the country 
asking for help,though by the night before 
the amount turned up was depressingly small 
,The building was barricaded,and things 
prepared to chuck at bailiffs etc.Not quite| 
sure what (if anything?)wa3 decided at the * 
meeting.Next morning,only one (top)bailfff 
turned up,with someone from the council,gotj 
a bucket of nasty things emptied over his 
head,banners went out,leaflets explaining 
situation given out to passers by A the 
media oontaoted.Bailiff went off to clean 
'up after threatening to come back later 
with lots more.The ooimoillor hung around 
looking pissed off & even more pissed off 
whan she got paint chucked at her.Rest of 
the morning was fairly uneventful.At about 
1 'O'clock there was no sign of re-inforce- 
ments so it was decided to go down to 
Hackney town hall & occupy it.The decorator 
a in the hall next to the balcony were 
given the afternoon off and the doors 
blocked up.Banners put out and lots of 
noise made,it got reports on south east TV 
and some local newspapers and the pigs got 
everyone after a couple of hours with no 
arrests. 

On the subject of squats,self managed 
centres etc,there has been no response to 
last Issues appeal for art ides, inf o,story3 
etc of places from all over so I'll do a 
little info.There should (& maybe next 
issue inatead)be an article on the Kiefem- 
strasse squats in Dusseldorf,and hopefully 
next time an article on Forte Prenestino, 
one of several self managed social centres 
in Home. 

In Milano,north Italy,the Leoncavallo 
social centre,whih had been going for 
around 15 years was evicted and demolished 
in August.This was followed by demostration 
a,and in September,a demostration of 15,000 
from all over the country (can you imaigine 
that here? I dont think so) (a national 
demostration from self managed social 
centres),as well as smaller demostrations 
in other cities,and other things going on. 

A quite new social centre in Naples is 
called Tienament,but I cant really tell you 
much about it (or other places).In Athens, 



Greece,there la only a small squatting 
group, with only (l think) one occupied 
building,but people there are at present 
trying to build this into a bigger movement 
.The W.N.C.squat in Groningen,north Holland 
is threatened with eviction but resistance 
is planned.Not much other news really & 
most of this is pre-^ty vague,but thats why 
we need you .wherever you live to write in & 
say whats going on in your town,do it now . 
Reclaiming our own living,eating,working, 
having fun,places is a fuckin big start to 
reclaiming our lives,and this world (and I 
don't jxist mean sitting in a squatted Punk/ 
Hippy house doing fuck all except not 
paying rent.Now for soma good news:Opening 
up in spring ^9^0 a small squatted bar in 
Leeds 6 somewhere (its a secret),they're 
all over Europe,so its about time we got 
one.Oh,and the 1 in 12 Club is having a 2 
day thing with lots of bands on December 
JOth & 51st so be there,I hope people are 
gonna start supporting this place more sos 
its cheap,run by anyone who wants to get 
involved so do it,don't just be a passive 
consumer.

While writing this we've been going on for 
five months and a half.We still manage to 
pay all our debts,but thats all.We organ¬ 
ised 2 gigs.The second, one was a big suoo- 
ess (i 350 visitors,very much for a gig in 
Belgium),but both gigs were messed up with 
brutal police saying we made too much noise 
-gigs were outside,we hindered the traffic 
(The V.V. is in the middle of the centre 
and there was going on another gig with 
shitty rock bands the same day as the secon 
gig took place),we made the streets dirty, 
...it's clear they did not like the minor¬ 
ities made fun in an alternative way.Since 
then (l6.9.89)we are no further allowed to 
organise any gigs outdoors (indoors theres 
very little space). 

Still we are fighting back.We're planning a 
small gig in January and some more smaller 
gigs in 1990 .The place will also be used as 
a sleeping place for visiting bands (& 
people who can't get home by train)after 


bigger gigs we will be organising in a ven-. 
ue I succeeded in getting in my place, 
Poperinge,some 10 km away from Ypres.Theres 
already some gigs planned in March & April 
I 990 .S 0 if any cool band is searching for a 
place to play a gig while being on tour, 
they can always write to me (from March, 
April,May '90 onwards...) 

We're up to a lot more though,in the area 
of Ypres.The V.V. is also the home of some 
zines as "RATTSBEET'',DE ZUIGNAP","ALTERNAT¬ 
IVE FIEND","RADIOACTIVE"and last but not 
least "PYROBOLDM" (the zine I am doing with 
Klaas & Dieter).Bands rehearsing in the V.V 
are HOTHEAD,SILLY OLD PART (recently split 
up),JUST SOMETHING and some more,Theres 
also a mail-order operating from the V.V.
